J J Lermen, secretary of tne Yo- 


semite 
Valley 
Commission, 
refers, 


among other things in his report to the 
Governor to the roads and the un- 
thinking criticism to which th% com- 
mission has been subjected 
This re- 


port will be of specldl interest at this 
time when recession of Yosemite is 
under discussion He says 


"This matter has been the one prob- 


lem that :ias ever been before the 
commission, constantly receiving some 
attention, because the commissioners 
nave been criticized by an unthinking 
and inconsiderate public for inconveni- 
ences resulting from poor roads. 


BAD YOSEMITE ROADS. 


' It cannot be gainsaid that the roads 


of Yosemite Valley are about as bad ! 
as they can be 
It cannot be denied 


that a trip to Yosemite Valley is 
greatly injured and its pleasures les- 
sened by the inconveniences resulting 
from the roads to the valley and it 
must be admitted that.Were the roads 
of the valley in fairly good condition, 
the average visitor would remain much 
longer In the valley tnan he Is wont to 
do But the great cost of repairing the 
roads, in view of the meagre appropri- 
ations that have been made by our 
State Legislature has 
ever 
been a 


stumbling block in the way of the ef- 
forts of the commission to better the 
road conditions." 
* 


OIL DISAPPOINTMENT. 


Secretary Lermen then tells of the 


failure in the use of oil on roads spe- 
cially prepared for its reception, un- 
der the direction of State Highway 
Commissioner N Ellery. 


' Tne result of the experiment has 


been a most bitter disappointment. The 
roadway would not pack 
The surface 


being composed of decomposed gran- 
ite, the oil sifted through it pretty 
much in the same manner as water 
does. The oil sinking into this granite 
sand, simply left a covering of loose 
sand saturated with oil, which bespat- 
tered the clothes of travelers and made 
the conditions even worse than they 
were before." 


ABANDdN OLD'SURFACE. 


Scretary Lermen then recommended 


the abandonment of further using the 
present surface of the road, the build- 
ing of a substitute of some otlier sub- 
stance and packing the same by the 
use of either oil or water. 
The first 


cost of this improvement, 
he says, 


would be extremely large but the re- 
sulting satisfaction, he declares, would 
warrant the outlay. 
' 


NEW HOTEL WANTED. 


Secretary Lerm£n shows the neces- 


sity of a new hotel in Yosemite and, 
as t.ie State cannot deal with private 
capital in the erection of such a struc- 


i ture, he suggests that the I3tate con- 
duct the hotel, enjoy Its revenue which 
is remunerative or else amenl the law 
allowing the use of private capital ir 
the erection of a hotel here. He fa- 
vors the appropriation of $300,000 with 
which to build a modern hotel to take 
the place of the present flimsy struc- 
ture

Governor Pennypacker of Pennsylvania .who .was inducted into 


the executive office by the late Senator Matt Quay is anxious to com- 
pletely muzzle the press of his State. Pennsylvania now has a very 
strict -libel law, but it is altogether too mild to suit Pennypacker, who 
desires to rehabilitate the most drastic features of the obsolete com- 
mon law by statittory enactment. In his recent message to the Legis- 
lature he recommends the passage of an act "declaring the habitual 
publication and dissemination by newspapers, journals, periodicals, 
pamphlets or circulars of falsehood, defamation and scandal to be a 
public nuisance and providing for the abatement thereof" by sup- 
pressing the offending newspaper. 


Apparently Governor Pennypacker is in favor of restoring the 


ducking stool as a preventative of gossip and scolding among women. 
Here is what he says on that point: 


"Under the English common law when a woman habitually made 


outcries of scandals upon the public highways to the annoyance of the 
neighborhood she was held to be a common scold and a public nui- 
sance, and she was punished by being ducked m a neighboring pond. 


"It has been held that the law of common scolds is retained in 


Pennsylvania, though the punishment is by fine and imprisonment. 
I suggest the application of this legal principle to the habitual publi- 
cation of scandalous untruths." 
' 


This is an exhibition of both a medieval temper and a medieval 


view of the law. Before Pennypacker became Governor he was a 
Judge, and was accounted an upright man, but since he lent himself 
to the uses of perhaps the most corrupt and powerful political ring 
in the United States he has been at continual war with the newspapers. 
He is vigorously opposed by the ablest and most independent jour- 
nals of the State, regardless of political affiliation, and in order to si- 
lence the insistent hostile criticism he would destroy the "freedom of 
the press altogether and relegate it to the position it occupied in 
England during the reigns of the second and'third Georges. 


Pennypacker would have risen to place and power in the days of 


James II. But happily this is a different country and a different age. 
The freedom of the press is guaranteed by the Federal Constitution, 
and if the ducking stool is ever re-established it will be for the disci- 
pline of doting old respectables who voluntarily become the tools of 
graft and official rascality.

They are 


for centralization when their interests dictate and in favor of States' 
rights when they wish to evade responsibility. 
They are simply 


working both ends against the middle. 


If the National Government is strong 
enough 
to invest 


public, service corporations with the power to invoke the right of 
eminent domain in their "own behalf, and to protect them against 
punitive legislation in particular States, it is surely strong enough to 
regulate the conduct and operations of such corporations. 
There 


can be no half and half business about the matter. 
The power of 


the Federal Government is not limited to granting benefits and nul- 
lifying the controlling power of the States—it is as broad as it is 
long, and it extends exactly as far in one direction as it extends in 
the other. 


After getting numberless special privileges from the National 


Government, privileges with which the States are not allowed to 
abrogate, the trust corporations desire to relegate the entire question 
of control back to the States, which have been hobbled and made 
powerless by judicial interpretation of constitutional provisions. 
It 


is a game that will not work. Whatever virtue there is in the States' 
rights theory is being prostituted to a base end. 


CASES OF EXTREME PROVOCATION.

The Czar's Rebuff of Stoessel. 


Nothing could be more abjectly pathetic than General Stoessel's 


telegram to the Czar announcing the surrender of Port Arthur; noth- 
ing could be more coldly brutal, more ungrateful and unsympathetic 
than the Czar's answer. "Great sovereign, judge us, but be merciful," 
cried the brave but vanquished Stoessel; "we have done all that could 
humanly be done." Without a word of commendation, without say- 
ing well done good and faithful servant, the Czar curtly telegraphs 
back, "It is optional with the officers whether'they accept parole or 
remain prisoners of war." So, this is the reward of brave Stoessel and 
his devoted command For making one of the most heroic defenses in 
history—a sneer from the Winter Palace in St. Petersburg. 
The Rus- 


sian autocrat bestows scant courtesy on the only commander who has 
reflected glory on the Russian arms in *this war. 
After feeding 


him for months on false hopes ot succor, the Czar finally allowed 
Stoessel to be worn out and starved out and then treats him as one 
who has not been true to his trust. The treatment of Kuropatkin 
is in marked contrast to that of Stoessel. Although he has never won 
a battle and has suffered ,many severe reverses Kuropatkin has been 
steadily honored and promoted by the Czar. But Kuropatkin is a Rus- 
sian while Stoessel is a foreigner, a soldier of fortune, a Swiss by birth 
•who has entered the Russian service to seek place and preferment. He 
is a brave and skillful commander, but he has suffered defeat, and de- 
feat is unpardonable in the mercenary soldier. Skill and bravery go 
for naught unless they are successful. However, the press of Russia 
lauds Stoessel for his magnificent defense notwithstanding the Czar's 
icy tone of displeasure, and evidences are abundant that the defender 
of Port Arthur will be lionized by the people of St. Petersburg on 
his return.' But he cannot serve again'durmg this war and will prob- 
ably be buried afterward at some distant minor post. 
Such is the 


favor of princes.
